REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance with the law, the following report of the 
condition and progress of our schools the past year, is re- 
spectfully submitted. 

The number of pupils attending has not varied materi- 
ally from that of former years. Seven schools have been 
maintained—a decrease of one; the scholars in No. 10 hav- 
ing been transported to Gilsum, and given the advantages 
of a graded school. 

An assistant was employed in No. 12 for the summer 
term, much to the advantage of a large primary class. A 
small room was fitted up for this purpose, and is available 
for future use if needed. There has been no radical change 
in methods, although more original work has been at all 
times encouraged, and special attention called to the im- 
portance of good reading, the key note of all education. 

Of the twenty terms taught, three or four have been 
disappointing. _The others have been worthy of approval, 
and we think have reached a higher average success than 
usual. Indeed, it has been a source of pleasure that the 
best schools have so generally met the approval of parents. 

We have repeatedly called attention to irregular attend- 
ance as the greatest evil to be overcome. In some schools 
it still blocks the way to success. A good teacher plans 
her work for a term; some pupils are absent from their 
classes one, two, or three days in a week. What can she 
do? Certainly no systematic work can be accomplished, 
classes are broken up, and partial failure is the inevitable 
result. As a last resort, let the truant officer make an 
occasional tour of the district, and attend to such cases as 
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the law directs. ._Number 13 merits the banner for perfect 
attendance. Let anyone visit this school and see if good 
scholarship and promptness do not go hand in hand. No. 
7, also, deserves credit for good attendance and united effort. 

The conscientious and devoted teacher is worthy of the 
help and sympathy of parents, for the trials of her position 
are many and perplexing. She is entitled also to the obe- 
dience and respect of pupils. And the teacher who gives 
her time, strength and energy to her school work, making 
outside matters at all times of secondary importance, is 
almost certain to be well sustained by pupils and citizens,— 
by this we do not mean that a teacher should exclude her- 
self from society, for somerecreation of this kind is necessary, 
but that her school duties should occupy the first place in 
her thoughts and all things else be subordinate. Said a 
leading educator, a former superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, ‘‘When I was teaching, and things went wrong in 
school, I went to my room and gave my own conduct a 
thorough searching, and I usually found that the trouble 
was with myself.’”’ The true reason why many teachers 
fail is, to use a familiar expression, the having of ‘‘too 
many irons in the fire.” Again, they sometimes fail in not 
exercising proper courtesy toward their pupils. Firmness 
is necessary—refinement equally so. Offensive names should 
never be applied to children, whereby their pride and self- 
respect are wounded and a spirit of rebellion created and 
encouraged. Children are quick to appreciate kindness and 
resent insult, and they will do their best only when their 
better natures are appealed to and brought into full act- 
ivity. } 

It is often difficult to retain our best teachers, for they 
can get better pay in larger places, and they generally pre- 
fer graded schools. The first step necessary for better work 
in the schools is a more regular attendance.
